Dr. Lyon was introduced 
by Dr. Colwell, acting president of 
Denison. who conducted the opening 
exercises. 


Dr. Lyon briefly outlined the ne- 


cessity of putting the first things in 
Hfe first in oar consideration. 
His 


address was masterly, filled with hii- 
morus touches of the type that has 
made the evangelist a man among 
men, 
and he had no 
difficulty 
in 


reaching the hearts of his audience. 


"Sometimes we 
get 
too

talking." he commenced. "It's like 
the Irishman who wrote back to the 
old country and reported that

America men who had

murder were killed bv elocution. 
"I'll try not to talk too much." 


he added in promise. - *-l don't want 
you to die from 
much.

'A great thing in life is to get 


the right point of view. There are 
two words that I have found to mean 
a great deal to me: they are perspec- 
tive and proportion."' 


A certain Frenchman, then relat- 


ed Dr. Lyon. didn't like the English 
language because they didn't put the 
accent on the right parts of words. 
"That's just the way with lots of 
people in life. They put the accent 
in the wrong pjace. 
They put em- 


——~—«-~* 
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day and It weighed'300 pounds. Yes, 
I did! 
It was a baby elephant. 


"You'll have to live your life on 
a bigger plane than that!'' 


"There,is something greater than 


the physical. You can bring empha- 
sis on the physical side of life "as 
well. You can not serve God and 
mammon, but you can .serve God with 
mammon. Think of the great work 
that you can do if you have money. 
"It's a great thing to be a good 


mixer and put emphasis on pleasure, 
to make things interesting for your- 
self and those around you," said Dr 
Lyon, as he turned his attention to 
a terrific scoring 
of 
"simpering, 


silly dudes that don't do anythin«" 
but dance, play poker and 
smoke 
cigarettes." 


"There is such a thing as playing 


a game 
too well.'' he continued 
"Don't put your emphasis on the so- 
cial, physical, financial or pleasant 
side of life and forget to emphasize 
the intellectual side,'- he added. Th« 
speaker then took up a brief discus^ 
sion of the cheating that goes on in 
some schools at examination times 
and drew the moral that a "man who 
cheats in school will be a swindler 
and a cheat when he gets out of 
school.'' 


Don't Look for Snaps. 


"Some undergraduates go ^around 


and try to find out from their upper 
classmen which studies are 'snaps ' 
Fellows like that aren't "worth a 
snap." he added. 


But. above all, Dr. Lyon direct- 


ed his audience to put their emphasis 
on the spiritual side of life. "Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and all 


fomr life. Yo« are fixing your fate 
fro» erery standpoint. Put Jesus 
Christ ia:the first place jn your life; 
he will not oeeapy aecond place. 


"What would you fellows think if 


your best girl would tell you, when 
you asked her to, marry ycu, that 
she 'would put your name on her 
string, along with half a dozen other 
fellows?' "

Nye of Waverly, which has been-set

Oct. 14. Prosecutor 


Turner issued a subpoena for Har- 
rison yesterday. 


Harrison is jointly indicted with 
Dr. Nye on a charge of aiding and 
abetting the solon 
ia soliciting a 


bribe of ?700 from Albert Corrodl, 
former hotel keeper and field sports- 
man in securing the passage of the 
game hill which was pending in the 
legislature. 


It is said that Harrison will make ~ 
a clean confession on the witness 
stand of everything he knows In con- 
nection with, legislative graft, and" 
-especially regarding the Nye case 
and the part he is 
said to hare 


played in the transactions. For this 
he will receive immunity from pros- 
ecution on the - two indictmeata 
standing against him. ""

The plan for Harrison to turn 
state's ^eyidence^ and receive inmti- 
nity is said to have been agreed upon" 
during the last two weeks. Both 
Harrison and 
his attorneys have 


been in consultation Trith Prosecutor 
Turner and Attorney General Hogan 
a number of times during that pe- 
riod. Mr. Turner practically admit- 
ted such an arrangement" yesterday. 
The fact of Harrison being subpoe- 
naed as a witness for the state is 
said to confirm this report 


State's attorneys are confident of 
the outcome of the Nye case since 
Harrison has promised to come clean 
with all he knows of the alleged bri- 
bery. They also feel assured that 
his testimony will clinch the case 
against other solons. It is probable^ 
he will be a witness for the state in 
all the remaining cases. 


It is said that Harrison has told 
state's attorneys his story and that 
it was satisfactory to them. His re- 
cital of it on the witness stand will 
be his surety of immunity. 


Proposals from indicted solons to 


confess guilt, 
it Is known, were 


made to state's attorneys several 
times during last summer, hut the 
price was too high and each time 
was refused. 
The price demanded, 
it is said was total immunity and 
the state to receive only answers to 
such questions as they might ask. 
The state demanded a full confes- 
sion and would offer no clemency ex- 
cept that- which the 
court might 
choose to give. 


Harrison, it is said stole a march 


on the solons by having the state 
accept his proposition instead. The 
state, too, was more ready to grant 
clemency to him, because he was not 
an elective officer and it had no evi- 
dence that he had any hand in the 
affair other than charged In the in- 
dictments. 


Senator George K. Cetone of Day- 
ton was to have been tried Oct. 14, 
but, 
on account of the illness of 


Court Stenographer Walcutt, It had 
to be postponed. The state has no 
dictagraph evidence to use against 
Dr. Xye.

Hang Up th* Scythe. 


It is undesirable to leave a scythe 


lying about vet it is equally difficult 
to find a suitable place to hang one. 
To hang itjm a nail is to risk dulling 
the blade, while td hang it in the 
crotch of a tree is detrimental to the 
tree's welfare. However, there is a 
way. Obtaia a T shaped crotch from 
an old limb, cutting one fork about a 
foot In length and the other about sis; 
inches. The rear side of the long fork 
is then trimmed down slightly so that 
it can be nailed uprightly to a fl.it 
surface. This trill form a permanent 
place for the scythe, where the blade 
will not get dulled nor a fruit tree be 
injured.—Farm aad Fireside.

sciousness, convulsions and foaming 
at the mcuth. The alcohol, fennel and 
tar-anise in absinthe are compara- 
vely harmless. Absinthism is en- 
rely different from alcoholism, and 
s effects much worse. 
Frenchmen are the greatest coasum- 
rs of absinthe, and so widespread and 
eaeral is ihe use of the drug that 
hose who are agitating for the sup- 
ression of the habit declare that it 
hreatens the very existence of 
the 


epublic. Absinthe was introduced is- 
o France in 1S4T. The French army 
"riffered greatly from fever during the 
.Igeriaa war, and physicians pre- 
cribed the wormwood mixture as a 
ebrifdge. The aromatic liquor, used 
arst as a medicine, soon became a 
)Opalar beverage, and with the return 
f the soldiers its use soon spread all 
rer France, and thence to surround- 
ng nations. The consumption in 


ce increased from less than a mii- 


ion litres in 1S7-5 to thirty-six million 
itres in 1910.
